AT INQUEST TODAY 
INTO HULME DEATH 


Police Hope To Solve 
Shooting of Tech High 
Student by Quizzing 


His Former Playmates. 


With the appearance of 15 of his 
playmates scheduled, the inquest into 
the death of Paul Hulme, Tech High 
school student, will be conducted at 
9:30 o’clock this morning at the un- 
dertaking establishment of Harry G. 
Poole. 

Detective John W. Lowe, who since 
Saturday has been investigating the 
mysterious death of Hulme, said he 
hoped to solve the mystery of the 
boy's death at the inquest today. The 
body of the high school boy was 
found Saturday afternoon near For- 
rest road and the Southern railway 
belt line, a bullet from a .45 caliber 
pistol in his left breast, near the 
heart. 

A .45 caliber pistol which bore evi- 
dence of having been fired recently 
was found Sunday by Lowe in the 
home of Hulme’s parents, 787 East 
avenue. Lowe is of the belief that 
this is the gun which killed young 
Hulme, that he was shot while bird 
hunting with some friends and that 
the friends are afraid to reveal them- 
selves. 

Lowe rounded up the boy’s friends 


Monday after J. W. Weinscheck re- 
ported earlier in the day that he had 
seen a number of boys in the vicinity 
Saturday firing at glass insulators on 
telephone wires. 

“A number of boys were known 
to have been in the vicinity of where 
young Hulme’s body was found Sat- 
urday,” Detective Lowe said. “I am 
sure the shooting wes accidental and 
the boys who did it merely are afraid 
to come forward and say so.”

The total liberal vote so far 
is 65.632 and the conservatives is 
46,014.

The 
senate probably will be a deadlock 
with the conservatives controlling the 
chamber of deputies by not more than 
two votes. ormer President Emi- 
liano Chamorro was elected senator 
from the province of Matagalpa.

PLEADS FOR DEATH 
OF ALL PASSION 


Voters Must Mark Bal- 
lots With Mind Single 
To Best Interest of Na- 
tion, He Says.

New York, November 5.—(?)—Be- 
fore the microphone of a radio hook- 
up reaching from coast to coast, Al- 
fred E. Smith in a final appeal to 
the American people tonight promised 
that in “return for your vote of con- 
fidence tomorrow, I shall give to this 
country the best that is in me to 
bring about a constructive and pro- 
gressive administration. ” 

These were the last words of his 
address and with them he rested his 
campaign for the presidency, It was 
a novel experience for the veteran 
campaign to close a political battle 
in a small broadcasting studio, for in 
days gone by he has been used to the 
cheers and shouts’ of enthusiastic 
crowds. . 

The democratic nominee’ went on 


the air a few minutes after Herbert 
Hoover, from his home on the other 
side of the continent, had finished his 
final speech of the campaign. 

“Put Aside Passion.” 

At the outset, the governor urged 
the yoters to be guided tomorrow by 
the dictates of their judgment and 
asked that no decision be made upon 
the “basis of any passion or preju- 
dice,” declaring that persons who cast 
ballots for any other reason “except 
the welfare of the country is doing 
what they possibly can to negative tlfe 
whole theory of democratic govern- 
ment.” im 

As he spoke fo his unseen audience,

JAILEDIN THEFT 
OF CAROLINA VOTE 


Men Are Charged With 
Marking Absentee Bal- 
lots for G. O. P. on False 
Information. 


Asheville N. C., November 5.—(?P) 
Two widely-known Asheville men 
were held tonight under bond of $1,- 
000 each on charge of “conspiracy 
to prevent an American citizen from 
the free rights of the ballot.” A third 
man arrested after United States 
secret service men investigated the 
case for several weeks was liberated 
when a hearing before United States 
Commissioner Yonno lL. Gudger, was 
held today. 

Those held are Harry E. Gruver, 
business man, and Doak Davis, resi- 
dent of Reems Creek township. Roy 
Morris, deputy sheriff, arrested at 
the same time, was released. 

Testimony adduced at the hearing 
was to the effect that Gruver had 
gone to the homes of voters with 
absentee ballots in his pockets and 
after persuading them to permit him 
to cast their ballots absentee, mark- 
ed the electoral ticket republican in 
each case and told them he was mark- 
ing themto vote the democratic coun- 
ty and state ticket “in order to help 
out the proposed airport in the Reems 
Creek section.” After marking the 
ballots, and sealing the envelopes, and 
delivering the absentee votes to Hay- 
den Grindstafé, chairman of the coun- 
ty board of elections, according to the 
testimony given, Gruver later went 
back to the voters in question, told 
them that a serious mistake had been 
made, and in their presence destroyed 
the ballots. 


One witness testified that Mr. 
Gruver told her that unless the bal- 
lots were destroved he was lable to 
go to the peniteiftiary. 

The charge was conspiracy, and 
to prove conspiracy it was necessary 
to show that the will of the voters 
was obstructed by the acts of Mr. 
Gruver. The heart of the matter 
chief contention was whether Gruver 
did mark an “X” in the circle of 
side of the electoral 
“X” in the circle on 
side of the state and 
county tickets. Several of the wit- 
nesses testified to the fact that they 
only saw one ballot taken out of the 
envelope, and yet that two marks 
were made. 

Gruver, however, asserted in his 
testimony that there were four bal- 
lots in every envelope, one electoral 
ticket, one state and county ticket, 
one township ticket for constable and 
one ticket for the constituional amend- 
ment. It was admitted on cross ex- 
amination by Gruver that he had 
marked only the electoral ticket. It 
was brought out that the voters under- 
stood. the airport ticket to be the 
democratic state and county ticket.

Little Rock, Ark., November 5.—() 
On the front steps of the state capi- 
tol, in which 15 years ago he was 
inaugurated governor and a_é short 
time later elected to the senate for 
the first time by the legislature, Sena- 
tor Joe T. Robinson, democratic vice 
presidential nominee, tonight made his 
final speech before the election to a 
crowd gathered from all parts of the 
state to celebrate his homecoming. 

Although he originally intended to 
make a non-political speech, he took 
nivantage of the opportunity in ad- 
dressing thousands of his fellow citi- 
zens on election eve again to praise 
his running mate, Governor Smith, 
and assail Herbert Hoover and the 
republican party. 

He attacked the republican party 
on farm relief and other questions, 
declaring that Mr. Hoover's New York 
speech, “characterizing the principles 
of the McNary-Haugen bill as state 
socialism, sounds the doom of the 
hopes of all the millions dependent on 
farm production, should Mr. Hoover's 
ticket triumph.” 

Sees Deathbed Repentence. 


“The promise made a few days ago, 
to call an extra session of congress to 
consider legislation on this subject, 
is comparable to a deathbed repent- 
ance,” he said. “It carries no as- 
surance that any measure the farm- 
ers want will be approved. Their 
supreme need is to elect a president 
who will sign, and not veto, the meas- 
ure they desire.” 

The senator also devoted a large 
part of his speech to the so-called 
“whispering campaign” and declared

Tokyo, November 6.—(Tuesday)— 
(?)—Emperor Hirohito left the capital 
by special train at 8 a. m. for Kyoto, 
where he will be enthroned as_ the 
124th imperial ruler of Japan. He 
will break his journey at Nagoya this 
afternoon and will spend the night at 
the detached palace there. 

Twenty thousand troops of the im- 
perial bodyguard and the first division 
lined the short distance over which 
the emperor passed in going from Chi- 
yota castle, embodiment of the old 
Japan, to the modern Tokyo railroad 
station. 


Japan, like America, is on the eve 
of a great national event. While mil- 
lions of Americans will march to the 
polls tomorrow to choose a new head 
of the state, millions of Japanese will 
acclaim a new ruler. At Kyoto the 
emperor will celebrate his formal ac- 
cession to the “throne of a lineal de- 
scent unbroken for ages eternal.” 

Tokyo already bears the aspect of 
a celebration which comes once in a 


) generation. 


At nightfall scores of 
thousands of lanterns of brilliant de- 
signs bearing such inscriptions as: 
“Banzai! Coeval with Heaven and 
earth;” “Loyal Subjects Congratula- 
tions.” : 

There were triumphal] towers of ev- 
ergreens, scarlet and gilt, some deco 
rated with representations of the sac- 
red mirror and jewel.

The official ballot to be used in

RECEIPTS REGISTER 
GAININ OCTOBER 


Postoffice receipts for the month of 


October showed a gain of over $16,000 
over the same month last year, the 
largest increase of the year, according 
to figures made public Monday by 
Postmaster E. K. Large. The total 
receipts for the month were $398,- 
259.85, as opposed to $381,480.76 for 
October, 1927, an increase of 4.4: per 
cent. The largest previous gains this 
vear were in February, $12,998.13; 
July, $12,173.43, and January, $11,- 
052.84. There has been an increase in 
receipts six months and a decrease for 
four months, the figures showed, put- 
ting the total receipts so far this year 
well above those for the same period 
of 1927. 

Atlanta was second among 
southern cities of the 50 selected post- 
offices in percentage of gain, New Or- 
leans leading with 7.93 per cent. 
Losses were shown by Memphis, Louis- 
ville, Richmond and Jacksonville. 
Akron, Ohio, showed the largest gain 
in the country with 20.38 per cent, 
while Providence, R. I., and Minneap- 
olis, Minn., were second and third 
with 15.14 and 14.69.

BOTH SIDES CLAIM 
ELECTORAL VOTE 
OF FLORIDA TODAY 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 
(P)—Both sides turned off the flow of 
oratery tonight and took pencil and 
paper to figure out what verdict the 
yoters of Florida will return tomor- 
row on the most hectic presidential 
campaign since reconstruction. 

Both sides claimed they will win 
the six electoral votes of Florida when 
the ballots to be east by the largest 
roll call of yoters in history has been 
counted. 

State democratic headquarters an- 
nounced that its tabulation, compiled 
from advice from virtually every coun- 
ty in the state, indicated that Flor- 
ida will give the national ticket a 
minimum of 68 per cent of the votes 
cast. 

Republican headquarters at Or- 
lando, likewise was confident. Glenn 
B. Skipper, campaign manager, said 
he had received estimates as high as 
50,000 majority for Hoover and Cur- 
tis and that the lowest estimate he 
had was 15.000 majority. 

Hoover democrats estimated majori- 
ties for the republican nominee rang- 
ing from 10,000 to 30,000.

Smith and Herbert Hoover as “able | 
men,” but assailed them as champions | 
of the same economic system. 

“Mr. Hoover’s ‘rugged individual- 
ism is not the least descriptive of a 
system wherein already government 
interference for better or worse, by | 
tariffs and regulations, is an establish- | 
ed fact,” he asserted. 

“‘*Rugged individualism’ does not} 
describe our country of ‘yes-men’ of 
human televoxes, of men and women 
who live in constant fear of their 
jobs. What Mr.“ Hoover really believes | 
in is suggested by that famous slogan 
‘milk from contented cows.’ To him 
it seems normal and natural that the! 
owners and controllers of land and 
natural resources, of credit, of pub- 
lie utilities, and great aggregations of 
machinery should feed and milk the 
common herd. But to do him justice, 
he wants the rest of us to be well 
fed, sleek and contented cows. 

“By his silence and evasion of un- 
employment insurance, taxation and 
nationalization, Governor Smith has 
shown that substantially he shares 
the Hoover philosophy. Most of all 
he has shown it by his desperate ef- 
fort to place the rich and powerful, to 
bring great millionaires into his serv- 
ice and make an open shopper like 
Raskob, his manager.”

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Vice Presidential Nominee 
Criticizes Smith Views 
at Topeka. 


Topeka, November 5.—(/)—Carry- 
ing out a custom of the last third 
of a century Senator Charles Curtis, 
the republican vice presidential nom- 
inee, closed his campaign here to- 
night with a final message to his 
“home folk.” In it he reviewed va- 
rious issues and criticized the stand 


of them. 

Since he was first elected to con- 
gress from the old fourth Kansas dis- 
trict-in 1892, the republican nominee 
has closed each of his campaigns with 
an address in Topeka. ‘Tonight he 
spoke to an audience of his fellow 
townspeople in the city auditorium. 

Pointing out that it takes 36 states 
to amend the constitution, and that 
46 of the 48 states had ratified the 
eighteenth amendment, Senator Cuftis, 
in a prepared address, told his audi- 
ence the republican platform “pledges 
the party to the faithful enforcement 
and vigorous execution of the eigh- 
eenth amendment to the constitution.” 

“Strict enforcement of the law, 
while it is a law,” he said, “has al- 
ways been my creed.” 

Jurors Can Be Trusted. 

Senator Curtis said he did not 
agree with (Governor Smith that the 
American people could not be trust- 
ed to uphold their oaths as jurors in 
the trial of liquor cases, and cited his 
record as prosecuting attorney of 
Shawnee county, Kansas, during the 
eighties, as proof that he believes in 
and practices law enforcement. 

Taking up the tariff, the repub- 
lican nominee said no competitive tar- 
iff had ever yet helped an American 
working man, an American farmer, au 
American factory or an American 
man, and that the republican party 
stands for “the American system of 
protection which gives the American 
producer the advantage over the for- 
eign producer.” 

Criticizing Governor Smith's state- 
ment on immigration in his accept- 
ance speech and at another time, Sen- 
ator Curtis said: P 

“Immigration is a grave and vital 
issue before the country, for the sim- 
plest ef reasons. When we let too 
many immigrants into the country, we 
can not get them back. We can not 
reduce the number. They are here 
to stay for all time.”

Today was a day of rest for the 
68-year-old campaigner who returned 
home yesterday after 20,000 miles of 
campaign traveling which carried him 
into more than 30 states for more 
than 100 addresses and more than 1.- 
000 informal speeches.

Your Grand Jury for the Septem- 
ber-October Term of this Court re- 
spectfully submits its general pre- 
sentments as follows: 


Baumes Law 


We concur in the recommendation of the 
March Term, 1928, and the May Term, 
1928, Grand Juries that the Baumes Law, 
as of force in New York and many other 
States, be enacted into law in Georgia. 


The essential features of this law provide 
for a Central Bureau for identification and 
history of those convicted of crime in the 
State; prompt trials, providing where per- 
sons are indicted for the same offense that 
they be tried together; and that when a 
person is convicted of a felony for the 
fourth time the sentence be life imprison- 
ment. 

This law, originated in New York, and 
later incorporated into the law of many 
states, has been wonderfully effective in 
reducing crime and driving criminals from 
the border of the states where the law is 


in operation. 


Life Imprisonment for Robbery and 
Burglary 


Owing to the frequency of robberies, ac- 
companied by acts of violence, which so 
frequently result in the death of good 
citizens; and owing to a similar frequency 
of burglaries of dwelling houses committed 
by armed desperadoes in the night, we 
recommend such amendment to the law as 
will impose a penalty of life imprisonment 
upon those convicted of robbery, and bur- 
glary of dwelling houses in the night time. 


Indeterminate Sentence Law 


We recommend that the General Assembly 
so amend the law as to abolish what is 
known as the Indeterminate Sentence Law 
and the law which imposes upon the trial 


juries in criminal cases, the duty of impos- 
ing the sentence where the persons tried 
are convicted. 

One of the objects intended to be accom- 
plished by the adoption of these laws was 
uniformity of punishment for the same 
crime. However, the personnel of the juries 
changing with each week, and different 
juries entertaining such diverse opinions 
as to what would be sufficient and ade- 
quate, the object intended has never been 
attained. 

Juries are hampered in acquiring 
knowledge of the defendant*s reputation and 
past criminal record, by rules of evidence

Your Committee on Industrial Farms finds 
the white boys’ farm at Hapeville in much 
better condition than formerly. Very good 
modern plumbing has been installed and 


much painting bas been done around the 
property. 

There are seventy-five boys there, many 
of them not prisoners but wards of the 
County. ‘There are eleven paid employees 
which seem too many in view of the fact 
that most of the boys could and should 
do the work on the farm. 

We highly commend Captain Davis, who 
is a military man, for tbe spirit he puts 
into the boys. They are well drilled and 
have already a military bearing. We at- 
tended a flag raising and the singing of 
the ‘Star Spangled Banner’’ and were sur- 
prised at these boys’ spirit and training. 

We recommend fire escapes in the sleep- 
ing quarters. This has been recommended 
by many previous Grand Juries. 

We also think these boys are entitled 
to new mattresses and springs to sleep on. 


The colored Industrial. Farm is well run. 
They are making good crops and they are 
promoting the merit system in handling 
these boys. We recommend additional fire 
extingtishers for this farm.

We found 64 men and 51 women in 
the white wards, quite a number of whom 
were bed-ridden from old age or physical 
infirmities. They seemed to be receiving 
proper food and necessary medical atten- 
tion, 

In the colored wards we found 30 men 
and 35 women, some of whom were also 
bed-ridden, but all appeared to be taken 
care of properly. We understand there is 
no night watchman on duty in the colored 
ward and we recommend that one be pro- 
vided for this position. 

We found 20 cows and one breeding ani- 
mal in the dairy. As milk is such a neces- 
sary life sustaining diet with the aged, 
we recommend that the herd of cows be 
increased and six additional head added. 

The bedrooms throughout the institution 
were in® good condition, floors, walls and 
device, electrically equipped, to replace the 
curtains clean, and inmates well taken 
care of in every way. We are of the 
opinion that the money spent in providing 
for these helpless peuple is the best spent 
money in Fulton County.

»COMMITTEE ON ROADS, BRIDGES AND 
PUBLIC WORKS 


Atlanta, Georgia, 
October 16, 1928, 


To the Grand Jury, 
September Term—128: 


Your Committee on Roads and Bridges 
together with Mr. A. A, Clark, Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, has made an in- 
spection of a number of the roads and 
bridges in this County. 


The Committee was greatly impressed 
with the many concrete bridges which have 
been rebuilt to replace a like number of 
wooden structures. This not only removes 
an element of danger, but minimizes re- 
pairs and presents a much better appear- 
ance, These bridges are well desigued and 
appear to be constructed in a first class 
mauner. We believe that as soon as con- 
ditions will permit all the wooden bridges 
in the county should be replaced with con- 
crete, 

With but very few 
the roads as well as 
in excellent condition, and we commend 
Mr. A. A. Clark, the Superintendent, for 
the splendid work which bas been done un- 
der his supervision, and the County Uom- 
missioners™?Yor their policy of high order 
of maintenance. 

We recommend that the 
Road, from the Roswell Road west, be 
repaired as early as possible. Also that 
the Kedwine and Hogan Roads in the south- 
western portion of the County be put in 
good condition before the winter rains 
set in. 

We Likewise recommend that the wooden 
bridge on Moore’s Mill Kead over the Sea- 
board Air Line Railroad be replaced at once 
with a concrete structure wide enough to 
handle the traffic with safety. The pres- 
ent bridge is extremely dangerous, and is 
likely to be the cause of a serious accident 
at any time. We suggest that the County 
Commissioners, take this matter up as soon 
as possible with the proper officials of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railroad. 


We would also call attention to the bridge 
at Bolton over the Chattahoochee River on 
the Marietta Road. This is on the Dixie 
Highway, and the traffic over it has in- 
creased enormously since the bridge was 
coustructed some twenty or twenty-five 
years ago, It carries the interurban cars 
to Marietta and’ is dangerously narrow, 
and su designed that it is almost impossible 
to keep a floor on it. We suggest that 
negotiations between all interested parties 
be started, looking to a wider: bridge and 
one better adapted to present needs, 

This Committee also recommends that 
the City and County authorities devise some 
plan in the very near future for the ex- 
tension of West Peachtree Street north- 
wardly across the Southern Railroad to 
Huntington Road. Since the opening of 
Spring Street an enormous amount of traf- 
fic is poured into Peachtree Street, 
at its intersection with Spring Street, and 
there is frequently very severe congestion 
in the vicinity of Brookwood Station. At 
the present time there are no other thor- 
ouchfares which may be used in order to 
avoid this bottleneck. ae

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FULTON 
COUNTY SCHOOLS 


Your Committee on County Schools begs 
to report that we have visited a number of 
schools and it is our observation and opinion 
that the County School System is well or- 
ganized and managed. 

We commend the policy of consolidating 
as far as possible, the small schools intu 
larger units where the facilities and equip- 
ment will be much better, 

We recommend, as fast as the finances 
permit it, that the old wooden type of 
school house be abolished and replaced with 
up-to-date, fireproof brick schools, with 
modern lighting and Ventilating systems. 


We were particularly impressed with the 
magnitude and scope of the High Schools— 
there being approximately %0U pupils in 
each school—one being located at East 
Point—and the other in the City of At- 
lanta. 

Wea were also impressed 
that these schools were sv 
give the children education both as to the 
use of their hands, as well as their heads. 


The Home Economics Departments of these 
High Schools are well organized and; iu 
our opinion, doing a most helpful work. 

We were glad to find that in the cun- 
solidation of schools and in the purchase of 
new school sites, property of sufficient 
size was being purchased, so there might 
be ample room for play grounds, that the 
bodies of our children might be developed 
along with their minds. 

We were glad to find that following the 
recommendation of previous Grand Juries, 
the County Board had increased the pay 
of the County .School Teachers to make 
their compensation more in kepeing with 
the returus they should receive for the 
services performed, 

We understand that one of the problems 
of a County of this size that is being en- 
countered by the school officials, is the 
matter of proper care and training of the 
mentally deficient. It is recommended 
that investigations be made toward the 
end of eventually establishing soule central 
institute, probably under the supervision of 
the Juvenile Court, se that these children 
may be segregated from the normal chil- 
dren, and be given the specialized treat- 
ment and attention that their unfortunate 
condition warrants. } 

We wish to express our appreciation of 
the courtesies and. facilities offered us by 
Mr. Jere Wells, Superintendent of the Coun- 
ty Schools, and the members eof the Ful- 
ton County Board ef Education.

We, the Committee appointed te inves- 
tigate the Fulton County jail beg to submit 
the following report and recommendations: 
sWe strongly recommend a new, modern 
jail, but in Neu of this, that the present 
jail be thoroughly overhauled, including all 
machinery, and especially cell locking de- 
vices, some of which we find are defective 
in that they will not operate. 

We recommend a new elevator operating 


old and obsolete street main water pres- 
sure elevator. 


We recommend that the antiquated slide 
valve steam engine operating the hot air 
heating system be replaced by an electric 
motor; also that the slide valve steam en- 
gine in laundry be replaced by electric 
motors. 


We were told by some prisoners that they 
were being “‘eaten up’’ by body lice. We 
suggest that a fund be appropriated to buy 
ovecgiils and cheap union suits (both light 
and heavy) to keep at the jail, and that 
each prisoner on arrival at jail be required 
to go through a delousing process and his 
clothing fumigated and deloused, during 
which time he can wear the county's 
clothes, 

n We eee ee the inside of the jail 

e painted a light color above head hei 
and darker below. aie 

We found the windows and skylights of 
the jail very dirty and asked the attendants 
why they did not make some of the prison- 
ers clean them, and were informed that 
they could not make these prisoners do 
any work before being convicted, so we 
recommend that enough of the county con- 
victed prisoners be allotted to the jail to 
give the jail, including the windows, a 
thorough agd much needed cleaning and 
that enough of such labor be kept there 
to Keep the jail clean and sanitary, 

We learned that prisoners to be tried 
are chained together and marched to the 
County court house each morning. We con- 
sider this demoralizing and degrading and 
recommend that arrangements be made so 
that these prisoners ¢an be transported back 
and forth to the court house in closed patrol 
trucks, either borrowed from the City of 
Atlanta or furnished by the County. 

We wish to commend the engineer at the 
jail on the splendid condition in which we 
found the engine and boiler room, and Mr. 
Holland's treatment of prisoners entrusted 
to his care.

The dis- 
cipline is firm, but kind. ‘The patients, 
and especially the children, seem to bear 
a sincere affection for the superintendent. 


A great good is being done here for a

Your Committee on investigation of the 
Fulton County Chain Gang wishes to submit 
herewith our report on findings of the ya- 
rious Camps: 


Your Committee has given considerable 
time and thought in making a _ thorough 
investigation of the eight (8) Camps of 
County Convicts which have a total of 876 
inmates, including both white and colored. 
As « whole we find that the Camps are 
in first-class condition, and the prisoners 
well fed and cared for, giving them clean 
sleeping quarters and good food. We want 
to especially comment on the excellent con- 
dition as to the cleanliness of the quarters 
and grounds of the following Camps: 
The Colored Women’s Camp. 


North Camp. 

Sandy Springs Camp. 
Utoy Camp. 

South Camp and 
River Camp. 


We find that Bellwood Camp is a re- 
ceiving and distributing Camp of all prison- 
ers and supplies of various kinds, and is 
the Camp where the majority of the laun- 
dry work, shoe repairing, the County Shops, 
and the Garage Repair Shop are located. 
At this Camp is alsv located the general 
hospital. We want te especially commend 
the officials on the splendid maintenance, 
and the well located building in which 
the sick patients of the Camp are cared for. 
This hospital is neat, clean and well kept. 
Your Committee recommends, bowever, that 
this hospital be enlarged to a _ sufficieut 
size to take care of prisoners in case of 
an extraordinary emergency, 


We also recommend that a new garage 
shop be built at this Camp of a sufficient 
size to take care of the County’s trucks 
and car repair work. The present building 
is old, in bad condition and inadequate. 


We find that the West Side Camp does 
not measure up to the standard of the 
other Camps, with particular reference tv 
the screening and the proper disinfecting 
of the toilets in the sleeping quarters. 
We also found quantities of flies in both 
the sleeping and kitchen quarters, 


We find that the County has 461 fine 
mules which are in splendid condition, with 
the exception of 6 or 8, old or crippled. 
These mules are well kept and cared for. 


The County has a large quantity of hogs 
at each camp which provide fresh meut 
for the convicts. The two farms which are 
owned and operated by the County supply 
large quantities of fresh vegetables to all 
the Camps daily. Also the County has 
raised several thousand gallons of syrup on 
these farms this year, which are cultivated 
by convicts that cannot be used on the pdab- 
lic roads, owing to their. age or infirmities. 


We have learned from the prisoners them- 
selves that they are well cared for and 
treated in a humane manner by the various 
guards and officials. 

We feel that the Superintendent, the 
Assistant Superintendents, the Keepers of 
the Camps and Grounds, and the Guards 
should have mention for the splendid way 
in which they are handling the convicts and 
camps.

The Buriats who recently joined 
the Mongols in destroying a portion 
of the Chinese Eastern railway came 
into the spotlight two years ago. when 
the Russian government banned wife 
stealing among members of the race in 
Siberia. 

“Theft of wives is not a traditional 
custom among the Buriats. Marriage 
among them usually is_ effected 
through an exchange of children ar- 
ranged by their parents,” says a bul- 
etin from the Washington (D. C.) 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
granhic society. 

How Wives Are Exchanged. 

“When the parents of a young 
Buriat swain decide he should have 
a wife, they consult the parents of 
nn eligible maiden and offer a daugh- 
in exchange for her hand. If

The 
nomads near the Mongolian border 
live in yurts, dome-shaped tents built 
of interlaced flexible sticks covered 
with skins or felt, 

Expensive Rugs in Crude Huts. 

“When a Buriat settles down he 
frequently builds a hut but no matter 
how elaborate the new abode may 
be, it usually bears some resemblance 
to the yurt. Some leave a smoke 
hole in the roof and build their fires 
in the center of the floor as in the 


yuret. 

“Though house furnishings are few. 
rugs adorning the floors and walls of 
the well-todo indicate that the Buriat 
likes display, and if the tribesman 
ean afford it, he will be seen strut- 
ting about the village in silken robes. 

“Tea crinking and smoking are 
common habits of the Buriat, both 
among adults and children... Some of 
the tribesmen wear broad silk girdles 
in which’ they carry their pipes and 
tea cups. 

“When the Russians first met the 
Buriats in the sixteenth century, the 
latter were true children of nature. 
Many of them made their living by 
fishing and hunting, while a few were 
stock raisers. The Russians taught 
them agriculture and succeeding gen- 
erations of Buriats surpassed the aver- 
age Russian farmer in farming.”

Finances in Such Condition 
That New Obligations Must 
Not Be Assumed. 


Finances of the city government are 
in such condition that additional ob- 


ligations must not be assumed if an 
actual deficit at the end of the year 
is to be avoided, Wiley L. Moore, 
councilman from the seventh ward 
and chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of city council, declared at the 
council session Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Moore's statement came as he 
reported adversely on a proposal to 
set up $2,500 for repair of the sewer 
and plumbing system of the Spring 
Street school. 

“Receipts from many of the depart- 
ments are falling short of the esti- 
mated revenue,” Mr. Moore said. That 
means the city must practice every 
economy in order to prevent a deficit. 

“We have estimated that receipts 
will fall short’ of anticipations in the 
following departments and by the fol- 
lowing amounts: 

“Drays and hacks $4,000; record- 
ers court $4,000; Grady hospital $2,- 
»00; street improvement $2,500; cy- 
clorama $2.500; swimming pools $3,- 
600; golf $7,000; tennis $3,500, po- 
lice court fees $4,000. 


“In addition the supply account at} :

Grady hospital will be in excess of 
$15,000 over the estimate: the city 
garage needs another $8,500; street 
improvement projects $6,000 and the 
health department $3,000. . 

“We can ill afford to make any 
other appropriations and certainly 
not those where we must anticipate 
the revenue when we know that we 
already have over anticipated from 
practically every department.

The measure was a councilmanic 
paper only, inasmuch as it looked to- 
wards expenditure of money, and it 
never reached the aldermanic board. 

Alderman G. Everett Milliecan, an- 
thor of both papers, fought vainly for 
preservation of the bookkeeping ineas- 
ure, declaring it would save thousands 
of dollars to the city. He was joined 
in his contentions by Councilman 
Wiley L. Moore, of the seventh ward, 
and Councilman Howard C. MeCut- 
cheon, both of whom held that the 
paper was intended to modernize the 
system and make it more efficient. 

Alderman Gann attacked it on the 
ground that no specific sum was set 
up for introduction of the new sys- 
tem. He also declared that the pro- 
posed change would be expensive, “is 
untried and is just another new-fan- 
gled idea.”

Georgians Will Cast Votes 


ForEightAmendments T oday 


Of state-wide interest, a proposed 
amendment to the constitution per- | 
mitting towns of 25,000 or over to 
enact zoning laws, will be decided at 


the ballot box today with seven other 
amendments, all but one of local 
scope, 

Particular interest in Atlanta is 
being manifest in the zoning amend- 
ment, due to the fact that enactment 
by the city of zoning laws several 
years ago was declared unconstitu- 
tional by the supreme court. 

The amendment would permit seg- 
regation of certain classes of resi- 
dences and business houses and pre- 
venting construction of stores, filling 
stations and apartment houses in sec- 
tions set aside for residences. 

Mayor Issues Appeal. 

City council Monday afternoon 
passed a resolution commending the | 
amendment to the support of voters 
today, and Mayor Il. N. Ragsdale is- 
sued the following statement :, 

“The zoning amendment, one of the 
constitutional’ amendments’ to _ be 
voted on Tuesday at the election, 
vitally affects Atlanta and other 
Georgia cities. On the eve of elec- 
tion. I want to call attention of the 
public again to the amendment and 
its importance. 

“This amendment, if passed, will 
permit Atlanta and other cities of 
25,000 or more population within the 
state, to pass zoning regulations, if 
they so desire. 

“This is a measure that democrats 


the interest of their respective ¢com- 
munities and the state. There is ab- 
solutely nothing political or partisan 
connected with the measure. It was 
framed to benefit the whole people 
and will do so if adopted. 

“IT sincerely hope that every person 
who goes to the baliot box will vote 
for the zoning amendment.” 

Séate-Wide Amendment. 

The only state-wide amendment 
would give the legislature authority 
to fix the duties and salaries of the 
comptroller general, treasurer and sec- 
retary of state, and make provision 
for additional clerical help in these 
departments. 

Other proposed amendments would 
give the city of LaGrange and the 
county of Ware authority to increase 
their bonded indebtedness, allow Ma- 
con and other cities of the same | 
class to substitute other courts for 
justice eourts, and authorize Colum- 
bus to issue paving bonds. 

The proposed constitutional amend- 
ments, in the order in which they ap- 
pear on the official ballot, are as fol- | 


lows: 


Amendment allowing the city of 


LaGrange to increase its bonded in- 
debtedness for waterworks purposes. 

Amendment to articles seven, sec- 
tion seven, paragraph one, of the con- 
stituion, authorizing Fulton county 
and for Chatham county, to make 
temporary loans. 

Amendment allowing the county of 
Ware to increase its bonded indebted- 
ness for the purpose of acquiring of 
hospital site in Waycross, or outside 
of Waycross, in Ware county, Geor- 
gia, and building, constructing, and 
equipping thereon a hospital where 
medical and surgical treatment and 
care may be provided for those in 
need of such. 

Zoning Proposal. 

Amendment to article 8, section 7, 
by adding paragraph 25 authorizing 
the legislature to grant to the gov- 


'erning authorities of Atlanta, Savan- 


nah, Macon, Augusta, Columbus, La- 
Grange. Brunswick, Waycross, Al- 
bany, Athens, Rome. Darien, Dublin, 
Decatur, Valdosta, Newnan, Thomas- 
ton and East Thomaston, and cities 
having a population of 25,000 or more 
inhabitants according to the United 
States census of 1920 or any future 
census to pass zoning and planning 
laws.

The only other time during her 
married life that election day has fall- 
en om the 6th of November was ten 
vears ago, when her husband was first 
elected governor of New York. 

“That was a nice birthday, in 1918,” 
said Mrs. Smith a bit shyly. “That 
was the first time that he’ran for gov- 
erngr, and tomorrow, in 1928, is the 
first time he has run for president.” 

The question of being a little su- 
perstitious about the result of the elec- 
tion tomorrow night, in view of the 
birthday present that was given her 
ten years ago, was brought up. 

“No, I am not a bit superstitious 
about things like that,” said the first 
lady of New York. “If things come 
eut all right, they just do, that’s all.” 

The celebration of the birthday in 
the Smith family will naturally be cur- 
tailed by the exigencies of the gover- 
nor’s campaign, but presents arrived 
all day today from her friends both 
in New York and Albany. The gov- 
ernor’s practice has always been to 
wait until the morning of his wife's 
birthday before presenting her with 


the gift with which he sees fit to ob- 
serve the anniversary. 
The nature of this year’s gift has 


been kept a dead secret, and if Mrs. 
Smith has her way it will be kept so 
even after she receives it. 

The question of age was not brought 
up during today’s interview, but the 
governor settled it officially a month 
ago when he reported the conversation 
he had had with his wife when she 
had left Albany to take advantage of 
the absentee voter's registration in 
New York city.

Even the great Hagen has his put- 
ting lapses, although any pro will tell 
you he is the best of all on the greens. 
The conclusion is that no putting 


method is infallible. unless it be the 
one used by Bobby Jones.

General Motors Gains. 

General Motors jumped about 4 
points, crossing its previous high, but 
later cancelled most of its gain in a 
heavy turnover. Adams and Ameri- 
can Express shot up 10 to 15 points, 
while National Tea skyrocketed 24 
points to a new peak at 364. 

Simmons and Timken Roller Bear- 
ing climbed 6 «and 5 points to new 
peaks, and Kennecott Copper touched 
a new high price, up more than 5 
points. 

Merchandising shares’ displayed 
group strength. First National Stores 
touched a new peak and Montgomery 
Ward, Macy, Kroger, and Sears-Roe- 
buck made good gains. Woolworth 
soared 7 points to a new record price. 

In the commodity markets, cotton 
was generally heavy, selling down al- 
most $2 a bale in liquidation in an- 
ticipation of the government’s crop 
report Thursday. Grains held gen- 
erally steady and transactions were 
largely of a pre-hoiiday evening up 
nature. 

Foreign exchanges were quiet, most 
leading currencies holding firm. Jap- 
anese yen, however, dropped 15 points 
to 46.40 cents.

BEARISH REPORTS 
SEND PRICES DOWN. 

New Orleans, November 5.—(#)— 
The cotton market was mainly under 
the influence of private crop estimates 
today, declining early on bearish re- 
ports and recovering later when small- 
er estimates brought out some trade 
buying and covering. January con- 
tracts which had traded off to 18.27, 
or 37 points net down, rallied to 18.45. 
closing at that figure, or 19 points 
lower for the day. The general mar- 
ket closed steady at net declines of 
17 to 19 points. 

The market opened easy, partly in 
response to lower Liverpool cables 
than due but mainly to the issuance 
of two large private estimates and 
first trades showed losses of 13 to 15 
points. Prices continued to decline 
during the morning under long liqui- 
dation promoted by the larger crop 
ideas and realizing in advance of to- 
morrow’s holiday as well as some 
hedge selling. Before the offerings 
iadisbaoched. December and January 
eased to 18.27 and March 18.23, or 35 
to 57 points under Saturday's close. 

Later in the morning the influence 
held by the larger estimates was off- 
set materially by the publication of 
severel smaller ones and the market 
gradually rallied during the afternoon, 
the recovery being aided materially 
by shorts covering. Active months 
rallied 18 points from the lows. De- 
cember and January selling back to 
18.45 and March 18.41. “he mar- 
ket closed steady at or near the prices 
reached on the late recovery. 

In all, seven private reports were 
issued during the day, making the in- 
dicated yield ranging from 13,548,000 
to 14,421,000 bales. The average of 
the nine estimates issued to date is 
14,015,000 bales. -

VOYAGES 10 BERLIN 


German Capital Gives Crew 
Enthusiastic Re- 
ception. 


November 5.—(4)—Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg today received 
the crew of the Graf Zeppelin and 
the three American naval officers who 
made the return flight with her, bring- 
ing to a.climax extensive festivities in 
honor of a visit from Friedrichshafen 
to Berlin made by the dirigible over 
the week-end. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, the officers and 
crew and the American officers were 
drivén in special cars through the 
profusely decorated streets to the ex- | 
ecutive mansion where, after the pres- 
entation of the crew, Dr. Eckener in- 
troduced the three Americans, each 
of whom the soldier-president greet- 
ed with a comradely handshake. The 
men were Commander Maurice R. 
Pierce, Lieutenant T. G. W.. Settle 
and Lieutenant Charles E. Bauch. 

In greeting the crew of the air- 
liner, President von Hindenburg 
thanked them in the name of the Ger- 
man people f r their accomplishment 
under the greatest adversities and ex- 
pressed the hope that they would con- 
tinue in the work of “uniting na- 
tions,” 

Manipulating the new anchor mast 
at Staaken, where the Graf Zeppelin 
was finally moored, turned out to be 
a more difficult matter than had been 
expected. For almost an hour one 
unsuccessful attempt after another 
was made to anchor the dirigible’s 
nose to the mast and this was finally 
ficcomplished at 9:45 o'clock this 
morning. 

The impetuous crowds lost patience | 
during the mooring and broke down | 
solid fences, scattering over the vast | 
field. They were promptly charged by 
mounted police and driven back to the 
barriers, 

One of the first to disembark was 
Mrs. Clara Adams, of Tannersville, 
Penn., the only woman passenger on 
the Graf Zeppelin’s return trans-At- 
lantic flight.
